—George C. Wallace is paralyzed 
from the waist down as a result of 
spinal injury from a bullet wound at 
the hands of a would-be assassin, 
doctors reported today. They said he 
was making a remarkable recovery 
but that the paralysis could be 
permanent. 
Even as the 52-year-old Alabama 
governor fought back from the 
attempted 
assassination 
Monday 
afternoon at a big shopping center in 
Laurel, Md., while campaigning for 
today’s 
Maryland 
Democratic 
presidential primary, a top aide 
predicted Wallace would resume his 
campaign. 
Billy Joe Camp. Wallace’s press 
secretary, said: “ He will campaign 
from a wheel chair if necessary. 
Wallace’s wife indicated she would 
fill in for him until he was able to 
campaign personally. 
Camp said the paralysis that 
afflicts Wallace “could very well be 
temporary.” He added, “we should 
know in 48 hours.” 
One 
of 
W allace’s 
surgeons 
conceded in response to newsmen’s 
questions that “there is a possibility 
of permanent paralysis.” He said, 
“His legs show paralysis with loss of 
sensation from the hips down .’’ 
At noon EDT, the hospital said 
Wallace’s condition was the same as

John Connally resigns 


from Nixon cabinet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -John B. Connally Jr. resigned today as the 
only Democrat in President Nixon’s Cabinet, and George F. Shultz 
was named to replace him as Treasury Secretary 
Nixon, at a meeting with newsmen at the White House, praised 
Connally as “the architect” of his economic policy and said the former 
Texas governor was of his closest personal advisers on both foreign 
and domestic matters. 
Connally, who was present for the White House announcement, 
replied with lavish praise for the President and said it was “entirely 
possible” that he would campaign for Nixon’s reelection in November 
Nixon described Connally as “a tower of strength for the President 
and particularly the recent decisions regarding the Vietnam war. 
“When the going is the toughest, Secretary Connally is at his best, 
the President declared. 
Subject to Senate confirmation, Shultz will move into the Treasury 
post which Connally has held for 17 months from his job as director of 
The White House Office of management and Budget. Prior to that, 
Shultz was Labor Secretary. 
Shultz was a member of Nixon’s original cabinet and became the 
first director of the reorganized Office of Management and Budget, 
(OMB i a powerful post which won him the unofficial title of “general 
manager of the United States 
Connally’s clout with the administration was demonstrated last 
week by the fact that he and Henry A. Kissinger were the only two 
aides Nixon conferred with personally shortly before he announced in 
a nationwide radio and television broadcast his decision to mine the 
harbors of North Vietnam and to bomb the rail links with China 
Connally himself had foreshadowed his resignation in the past 
several months by talking about his desire to return to private life. 
Just after his 58th birthday on Feb 27, he told reporters: 
“I’ve spent most of my adult life in public service 
and now I’m 
tired I want to do some other things.

Wallace, with a bullet still lodged 
near his spine after an operation 
that lasted nearly five hours Monday 
night, was described as in good 
spirits although m pain. 
Besides the bullet that passed 
through his abdomen and which 
doctors refrained from removing 
lest the spine be injured more, 
Wallace received two wounds in the 
right arm plus a superficial skin 
wound under the right shoulder and 
a grazing superficial wound on the 
back of the left shoulder blade. 
Three others also were wounded 
—including a Secret Service agent 
—presumably 
from 
ricocheting 
bullets. 
The 
agent 
underwent 
surgery for a neck wound, the other 
two were not wounded seriously. 
As Maryland and Michigan voters 
were casting ballots in Democratic 
presidential 
prim aries 
which 
Wallace had been favored to win, 
one of the surgeons who conducted 
the operation at Holy Cross hospital 
in Silver Spring gave this prognosis: 
“ I think the governor is making a 
recovery ... He looks much better ... 
But I think it is wise to keep any 
patient 
with 
a 
wound 
of 
this 
magnitude on the critical list. No 
one is completely out of danger with 
this kind of wound for three or four 
days.” 
That was the outlook given this 
morning by Dr. Joseph Schanno, one 
of a six-man team of surgeons who 
performed the operation at the 
hospital just outside Washington. 


But on the question of whether 
Wallace 
might 
have 
suffered 
permanent paralysis of his legs as a 
result of the principal wound —a 
point blank shot into his abdomen 
Schanno 
said the situation was 
unchanged 


Schanno said late Monday night 
that 
“there 
is a 
possibility of 
permanent paralysis" of Wallace s 
legs and at a news briefing shortly 
before 8:30 a.m. EDT today, he said 
“the paralysis condition remains the 
sam e.” 


The bullets that struck down 
Wallace 
as he appeared to be 
reaching the apex of his campaign 
—with the possibility of two major 
northern victories in the same day 
—were fired just after he finished a 
speech at the sprawling Laurel 
Plaza shopping center, on Washing­ 
ton’s northern outskirts. 


Police and spectators pounced 
immediately on the alleged gunman 
—identified later as Arthur Herman 
Bremer, 21, of Milwaukee He was 
wearing Wallace buttons and like 
some other supporters, sported a 
red, white and blue shirt, same color 
socks and had a Wallace skimmer on 
his head

Space shuttle test 


EDWARDS AFB (UPI I - The first flight test of the fly-by wire digital 
control system for the proposed space shuttle craft is scheduled here 
Thursday, officials said. 
The control system has been installed in a modified F8 Crusader Navy 
fighter plane, National Aeronautics and Space Administration officials 
said. 
A digital computer and inertial measuring unit developed for controlling 
the Apollo Lunar Landing Module is the rt of the system It may prove to be 
the forerunner of flight control systems for other future conventional 
aircraft, NASA officials said. 
The system replaces mechanical controls with an electronic linkage to 
the computer and then to the aircraft control surfaces It will be backed up 
by three separate fly-by-wire analog channels. 
Fary E Krier, a civilian test pilot for NASA, will fly the F8 in the first 
test of the system It will be limited to 425 miles an hour at 20.000 feet 
altitude, a NASA spokesman said 
If adapted to airliners, NASA experts said, it could reduce vibration from 
air turbulance by quicker, automatic response of the computer to the 
controls.

Suspect apparently 
lonely, confused man 


MILWAUKEE. Wis.-(UPl)- The little 
notebook with the scribblings, some of 
them childlike, many tell more about 
Arthur Bremer than anything or anyone. 
The writings are about life and death, 
politics and love, a lot of things. They tell 
the story of a lonely and confused young 
man who today is being held In Laurel, 
Md., for the shooting of Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace Monday. 
His father, William, 58, a truck driver for 
the same company for 30 years, couldn’t 
believe it, but said if his son “ is involved in 
this crime...he must have been awfully 
sick.” 
The notebook, with Arthur’s name on it 
was found among the clutter in his three- 
room bachelor apartment on the city’s 
West Side. Included were these passages: 
"Happiness is hearing George Wallace 
sing the National Anthem or having him 
arrested for a hit and run traffic accident.” 
“ I am part of the world...! am one three 


billionth of the world’s history today...” 
“If 1 live tomorrow...It will be a long 
time.” 
“ I’m playing the game of life to win”

An attorney for El Capitan Ranch owner Jules Berman 
told the Board of Supervisors Monday a beach access 
survey seemed to be zeroing in on Berman’s beach 
property. 
“ We are the target for their activity,” attorney Stanley 
W Abbott said 
Results of the survey were to have been presented to the 
supervisors May 30 to provide basic data on which beaches 
have had long-range public access and implied dedication 
for public use. 
The board Monday in effect denied a request by attorney 
J Marc McGinnes, of Santa Barbara, for a time extension 
to Oct. 30 for the survey report and recommendations. 
Abbott had asked the board to deny the continuance. 
The board began having second thoughts about the survey 
— and validity of any supervisorial findings resulting from 
it. 
Abbott promised the supervisors the county would expect 
litigation if “ it went out and made determinations, without 
a hearing,” on the basis of the survey. 
State Supreme Court decisions which ruled in favor of 
public beach access on two occasions were cited by the 
Shoreline Access Committee as reason for a survey of 
county beaches here. McGinnes is one of the attorneys for 
the committee. 
McGinnes said he wanted a continuance because the 
survey required a much more substantial effort than first 
realized 
Abbott said the high court decisions were cases which 
could not conceivably apply in this county, as one case 
involved public access for “ over 100 years” and another 
involved an area where a public paving project had been 
carried out granting beach access. 
"This group seems to be interested primarily in beaches 
north of Isla Vista and including El Capitan,” remarked 
Abbott. 
County Counsel George Kadmg and Abbott both said they 
had contacted Orange County authorities to ask if a beach 
inventory was being taken there They said that contrary to 
reports there was no such inventory.

OCEAN FISHING 
Everybody at Fort San Luis is very 
happy and optimistic over the salmon 
fishing situation, in spite of heavy seas at 
times. Salmon fishermen are a hardy lot, 
and can take a deal of punishment 
In four days last week, 120 boats 
launched from the dock at the port and 440 
fish were tallied in This does not include 
party boats 
The party boats have been doing well 
also, so no complaints on the present 
situation One day last week we counted 22 
boats within a small area near Shell Beach, 
and subsequent investigation proved that 
the salmon were there, and in shallow 
water So much so that one commercial 
boat lost most of its gear along one side of 
the ship in about seven fathoms, plenty 
shallow for a large salmon boat to fish with 
its somewhat complicated set-up of heavy 
sinkers and lines. 
Lots of silver salmon on the small side 
are being caught. They average around six 
pounds So with the commercial fishermen 
having settled their differences, the ocean 
is getting on the crowded side off local 
beaches! 
We have no reports on any salmon being 
taken in the Santa Barbara and Ventura 
area. But barracuda have been hitting hard 
off the Ventura breakwater and small boat 
anglers have been having a great time on 
the “ snakes” . 
Last week we drove to San Simeon to 
look over the fishing facilities and found 
that, in spite of heavy seas, a boat is going 
out daily. Reservations can be made thru 
Virge’s Landing at Morro Bay. 
We saw quite a bit of rock fishing with 
fair-to-good success in the rocky shoreline 
north of Cambria 
Also above Piedro 
Blanco light house This area is practically 
untouched, and available to the angler who 
is prepared to go a bit further afield than 
the rocks at his back door. 
FRESH W A TER FISHING 
Whilst prowling the fishing north of 
Cambria we did not forget to look into the 
trout fishing angle, and found the once fair 
fishing a sorry mess. Santa Rosa Creek is 
just a dribble of water with a small lagoon 
at the beach San Simeon Creek, little 
water in it, and a heavy sand bar. Both the 
Pico Creeks open to the sea, but almost all 
salt water, as little or no water is running 
down 
from the hills. 
Altogether a sad sight from past years, 
when these creeks were good most of the 
season. Coming down near home, San Luis 
Obispo Creek is little more than a polluted 
pond, with little water coming down, and 
the dam on private land stopping off the 
tidal 
water 
from 
cleansing 
it. 
We 
understand that the temperature of the 
creek is fifteen degrees warmer than 
normal before the dam was put on, a 


perfect temperature tor the growth of 
weeds that thrive on chemically polluted 
water 
The manager of the marina at Lake 
Nacumento, Art Price, says that all 
species of fish are at last responding to 
treatment, and lots of limits are being 
boated daily White bass continue to hold 
the center of activity, feeding on threadfin 
shad Trolling a small feather jig will 
generally locate a school of fish that are 
not breaking water Large mouth bass are 
hitting and anglers are having success on 
fish between 1V* to 2 pounds, but lunkers 
are still scarce 
Crappie fishing is tops, with fish up to 
three pounds being common in most 
strings. Channel cats hitting still best in the 
evening hours 
Weather has been warm, around 85 
degrees, with an afternoon breeze with a 
water temperature of 69 degrees 
PLANTINGS 
No fish plants in Santa Barbara County, 
but Ventura County still getting a weekly 
planting. In San Luis Obispo County, last 
week saw Atascadero, Laguna and Lopez 
Lake, 
Oceano 
Lagoon, 
and 
Lower 
Naeimiento 
River 
all 
planted 
with 
catcheable 
trout. 
How 
many 
more 
plantings? 
Hard to say, due to fast- 
warming and lower water. 
For those contemplating a vacation in 
the Sierras: 
things may get drastic, 
according to reports from the stream 
scouts of the PG and E 
They say that trout fishing is getting to 
be 
hard 
work, on account of 
drought 
conditions. Many waters are cold, and 
some still snowed in, but all in all the snow 
run off is at its height, and most waters will 
remain unfishable for some time 
Crowley Lake is due for a heavy draw off, 
and Gull Lake is already getting low, and 
no doubt other lakes on the Los Angeles 
water supply chain will feel the results of a 
heavy draw off to fill the south part of the 
state’s water requirements. 
LOCAL LA KES 
Lopez Lake reports bass fishing as 
excellent, with a 7 pound lunker being 
caught last week. Local fishermen have 
been taking a few nice trout in the run 
between the launching ramp and the 
concrete bridge.

In M assachusetts, common sense 
and courtesy coexist with crusty 
individualism The first two or three 
cars signaling left at a stop light will 
be waved on by the first m otorist on 
the opposite side. Try this left turn 
in California and any m otorist half 
a block away will do his best to 
accelerate and clobber you. 
Certain towns in M assachusetts 
perm it random 
parking on 
the 
wrong side of the street. Not to be 
outdone, 
pedestrians 
frequently 
insist on walking against the green 
light. 
In 
one 
town, 
newspaper 
stories every week yielded at least 
one casualty or near-casualty in this 
grisly game of motorized tenpins. 
In Texas, it’s wise to always stop 
before approaching a freeway off 


the ramp. Otherwise, drivers there 
will stampede over you like enraged 
longhorns. They stubbornly refuse 
to move over into a free lane. Trying 
to bluff your way in will only net you 
the belligerence of their horns. It’s 
easier getting on the Los Angeles 
freeway at rush hour. 
In many rural areas, especially 
the southern states, you simply 


drive and Prepare to Meet Thy God 
if you suddenly run up behind a piece 
of slow-moving farm machinery on a 
hilly, two-lane farm -to-m arket road. 
In

rem ote 
areas, 
two 
neighbors might park in the middle 
of a country lane and jaw a bit while 
them city fellers agitate to pass. 
Forget New York City. 
Florida beach towns are full of 
classy chassis designed to distract 
the m ale m otorist and resident 
drivers designed to test your ability 
to m eet unexpected situations. 
Arizona has improved its speed 
limits. A few years ago, m otorists 
crawled along wide open desert 
highways, averaging 55-60 m.p.h.

With just 
a little m ore flavor, he will roundly 
curse the sacred cows of India as 
public 
nuisances that would

better off used as fodder forthe 
starving millions. 


In the meantime, you’re sinking 


lower and lower in your seat. 


In Brazil, few women drive autos, 
especially in the Northeast. But the 
Latin male will roar down the 
highway

headlights. Never mind that he can’t 
see It’s more sporting that way. 
It seem s that certain vehicle 
o p e ra to rs 
have 
a 
universal 
confedracy. 
They 
paint colorful 
designs and slogans on their pride 
and passion — often with a touch of 
humor. In northeastern Brazil, one 
can see living, vintage autos. Take 
one 1935 Ford pickup. Needless to 
say, the Body is Not By Fisher. It 
resem bles a crumpled bedsheet and 
its mechanical bones shiver and 
clack with age. It is grimy with use 
and its upholstery is gutted. But 
proudly lettered on the running 
board is an admonition written in 
Portugese: 
"Please 
wipe 
your 
feet." 
An 
observation 
in 
downtown 
Recife, now fourth largest city in 
Brazil, can yield such sights as a 
horse-draw n 
kerosene 
wagon 
clattering down the cobblestone 
street, a scrawl across the back of 


the drum imploring: "God Bless 
this Kerosene.” 
Then 
there 
are 
the 
railroad 
crossings in Recife. As the train 
labors down the track, traffic backs 
up on the two-way streets, spilling 
into the left lanes and sidewalks. 
Drivers on both sides of the track 
line up in all four lanes like football 
players. As the train passes, the 
track 
becom es 
the 
line 
of 
scrimmage. 
There is a moment of hesitation as 
opponent eyes opponent. Then, as if 
on prearranged signal, cars rush 
together, careening and dodging 
through 
t h i s impossible 
mash, 
drivers shaking fists and hurling 
insults in the best tradition ofthe 
game. Within five minutes, with no 
help from traffic cops, the mess has 
unsnarled itself. 
For an American caught in this 
crush, 
the 
usual 
reaction 
is 
incredulity, coupled with a fervent 
desire to dive to the floorboard and 
pray. 


If there is any moral to these 
driving customs, it’s "W atch out for 
w h at’s-his-nam e 
driving 
that 
th in g am ajig !"

H erbert L. Ashby, chief 
assistant 
attorney 
general, 
and 
Richard C Kirkpatrick, of the Santa 
Maria Judicial D istrict. 
Gov Ronald Reagan has added his 
congratulations on completion of the 
work and his assistant in charge of 
legal affairs, Herbert E Ellingwood 
notes that the California effort was 
the first in the nation and that the 
purpose of the conference 
was to 
pursue the President’s challenge 
that 
m ore judges, m ore police, 
more lawyers operating in the sam e 
system . . . is not the answer. What 
is needed now is genuine reform 
the kind of change that requires 
imagination 
and 
daring,

violation of the Fourth Amendment 
of the Constitution In other words, 
the 
tim e 
honored 
“ unreasonable 
searches and seizures.' 
In lieu of 
protection form erly granted, under 
the Fourth Amendment, the courts 
would 
provide 
m achinery 
for 
recovery 
of 
dam ages 
by an 
aggrieved persons. 
The idea for the change, was 
advanced by Chief Ju stice Warren 
Burger. In the words of the report: 
“ A provision that this statutory 
remedy is in lieu of the exclusion of 
evidence secured for use in crim inal 
cases in violation of the Fourth 
Amendment and, 
“ A provision directing that no 
evidence, 
otherwise 
admissible 
shall be excluded from any crim inal 
proceedings because of a violation 
of the Fourth Amendment 
•Relief 
(the 
recommendation
